WALTER CAMPS CHANGES 


Reduce Length of Scrimmage 
Line; Increase the Distance 
to Be Gained; Allow Quarter 
Back to Run Anywhere, Are 
the Principal Changes Sug- 
gested.

To the Tech Yellow Jackets comes 
the honor of putting into execution by 
experiment some ofthe suggestions of 
football changes in the rules made by 
Walter Camp, the leading football ex- 
pert of the United States and adviser 
of affairs athletically at Yale. 

Mr. Camp, who is a great personal 
friend of Coach J. W. Heisman at 
Tech, has written a letter to the late 
ter, in which he gives his suggestions 
and asks that, in view of the gridirons 
in the south being in much better 
shape than those ta the east at this 
time of.the year, that he would. be 
pleased to have the suggested changes 
experimented with by the Yellow 
Jackets. 


Great Honor for Tech. 


low Jackets, who are always in the 
front rank in trying to help the game 
at every angle. But it remains to be 
seen if the Jackets can get a chance 
to try them out. 

The football men broke. training 
with the last game of the season, and 
it will be several days before they 
will be able to engage in any scrim- 
mage work.

Briefly, Mr..Camp’s suggestions are, 
in part, as follows: 


Draw is Scrimmage Line. 


He suggests that beth the offensive 
and defensive teams be restricted to 
a total distance of 10 yards from the 
ball on the line of scrimmage. In 
other words, th@ entire twenty-two 
men she'l be insi@e a space of 10 yards, 
5 yards on each side of the ball. Mr. 
Camp's idea is that, in bunching the 
men in this distance, it will in a meas- 
ure eliminate the mass plays, as both 
teams will be amply fortified on mass 
plays by having all of their men at 
the particular point to be assailed, 
and thus put at a minimum the 
chances of gaining the distance on & 
mass play. 

He also suggests the elimination of 
the forward pass except behind the 
line of scrimmage, as long.as the ball 
does not cross the line of scrimmage. 
This would put the Bball inj play mypch 
on the same order as the onside kick 
has been played in the past. 


ward pass is fumbled, any Man on 
either side be allowed to recover the 


ball. 
Quarter Back Runs. 


His suggestion that thé quarter back 
be allowed to run with the at from 
any position, is a good one. He does 
not make it obligatory fer the quarter 
to run five yards back, but he can 
plunge directly threugh the Hne if he 
is of a mind to. 

He suggests that the distance to be 
gained should be raised to fifteen 
vards until the ball reaches the twen- 
ty-five yards, then the present distance 
of ten yards in three downs:«shall be 
in force for the first three downs and 
then five. 

His last suggestion Is that in . the 
event that a team fails to gain that 
one man can be sent outside the five- 
yard limit on either side of the ball 
by the offensive team. 


Heisman Agrees. 

Coach Heisman accepts these suge- 
gestions as good tn the main, though 
the five-yard gain after the fifteen- 
yard line has been reached does not 
meet with his approval. He claims 
that most any team can _ gain five 
yards in three downs, and that reduc¢- 
ing the distance to ten yards in three 
downs after the twenty-five-yard line 
is reached —_ se it stay at that, fs 
the proper wrinkle.

‘NASHVILLE CLUB TRAINS 


GAME FOWL 


S FOR THE PIT 


By Verner M. Jones. i: 
Nashville, Tenn., January 1.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In view ‘of -its naturally sub- 
rosa nature, there is an athletic and 
. \ Sporting plant in this city that is sad- 
ly unknown when its unique features 
are considered. It is nothing more 
nor less than a fully equipped gym- 
' Masium for the training and condition- 
" tng of game fowls. for the fighting pit, 
where daily a large “stable” or 
“squad” of birds are worked out 
through a systematic course of ath- 
_ letic exercises, and given as much care 
and attention as a stabie of fine racers 
_ Or @ football team being trained for 
' @ championship battle. 

A confidential inspection of the plant 

where many birds. are being prepared 
for an impending main revealed some 
interesting facts, and afforded much 
novel information about the modern 
method of making fit an outfit of fowls 
whose value is great, considering the 
amounts of coin that are staked upon 
their prowess. The proprietor, who 
rears, trains and fights his birds for 
both pleasure and profit, permitted his 
daily routine of training to be in- 
spected. — 
. The plant comprises combination 
living quarters and a gymnasium, the 
birds being heused in two tiers along 
two sides of the building. In the cen- 
ter, at one end, is a specially con- 
structed padded board about 3 feet 
from the ground, 6 feet long and prob- 
ably 3 feet across. The birds are 
taken out one at atime and ~0»put 
through their regular routine of daily 
exercise, which is comprised of three 
movements. 

For some time each is run backward 
and forward on the course, being guild- 
ed by the hands of the instructor. Aft- 
er this work, which is for the purpose 


of developing wind andi speed, the sub- 
ject Is repeatedly tossed into the air 
about 2. feet above the board, the ex- 
ercise in flopping the wings. and 
alighting teaching thé birds to catch 
and maintain equilibrium after strik- 
ing a blow. The concluding exercise 
consists in working the body of the 
bird up and down on its legs, with 
one hand above and the other beneath 
the body, this for the; development of 
the muscles of both lég and body. So 
well trained are the birds, and s0 
eager do they appear for their work, 
that they go through it with eloquent 
signs of enjoyment, chattering sort 
of approving song all the while. None 
make any effort to get away during 
the process of exercisé. 

The proprietor of the plant is. hard 
at work getting ready for a big im- 
pending local meet, which will occur 
in a few days. The birds are now in 
top trim, and by the course of treat- 
ment ‘given are conditioned within 
eleven days. The last three days they 
are taught to box, miniature gloves 
being fixed over the epur nubs, thus 
accustoming them to the art of fight- 
ing without subjecting to great dan- 
ger of injury, and atquainting them 
with the feel of artificial weapons. 

An incidental means of putting a 
finishing teuch _to the general train- 
ing consists in the use of a “batter 


eock.”* This useful adjunct to the

house too ancient and battered for 
pit duty, but tough enough and game 
enough to withstand ‘terrific punish- 
ment.

Mr. Hudgins has 
also evolved a simple method of as- 
suring, beyond doubt, a crop of ap- 
ples every year.. 

Mr. Hudgins, formerly a Hall coun- 
ty school teacher, took up the study 
of plants, and has proved to be a 
veritable Georgie Burbank. He has 
raised, on a common Jamestown weed, 
ripe tomatoes, eggplant fruit and pep- 
per pods. He has had grape vines 
with blooms, tiny green grapes, ripen- 
ing and ripe grapes on them at one 
time. He has caused dogwood, peach 
and apple trees to bloom at will from 
May to September. He has rooted 
rose cuttings and had them blooming 
in thirty days from the time the slips 
were taken from the parent bush. He 
is now preparing his article on ap- 
ple culture for submission to the gov- 
ernor and state house officials.

Members of Federation Asked 
to Give $154,000 as First In- 
stallment to Aid the Federa- 
tion in Effort to Destroy the 
“Open Shop.” 


Washington, January 1.—Officergs of 
the American Federation of Labor to- 
night issued a éall on its 1,540,000 
members to subscribe to a fund with 
which to wage a fight on the) “Steel 
Trust.” The call] arraigns the corpora- 
tion as inkmical*both to labor and the 
country, and so a violator of ths laws. 
The sum of $154,000 is to be raised at 
once, 

The corporation is termed a “bold 
and daring violator of the laws!’ Fur- 
ther calls for more money will be is- 
sued as the fight progresses. 

Action Follows Conference. 

This action was taken as the result 

of the conference held in Pittsburg 
December 13 and 14 between the Amal- 
gamated Association of Iron and Steel 
Workers, the Tin-Plate Workers’ Pro- 
tective Associationfand the Longshore- 
men’s and Seamen’s Union. Samuel 
Gompers, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, wags present at 
the meeting. 
The call is signed by Mr. Gompers, 
Frank Morrison and James Duncan, 
John Mitchell, James O’Connell, D. A. 
Hayes, William D. Huber, Joseph S. 
Valentine, John R. Alpine, H. B. Per- 
ham and John B. Lennon, directors. 
Although the appeal is made only by 
the federation, the funds will not be 
turned into the federatidn treasury. 
All subscriptions are to be sent to 
John Williams, who hag opened head- 
quarters in the house building at 
Pittsburg. : 

In his statement, Mr. Gompers as- 
sailed the so-called ‘“‘Steel Trust” for 
its aggressions on labor, and charges 
it with conspiring against production, 
preventing an unmanipulated market 
and striving for the elimination of a 
free press. He also charges that the 
corporation pays dividends on many 
millions of watered stock, and that its 
financial methods are corrupt and in- 
defensible. 


Crowmng Criminality. 

But, President Gompers oontinues, 
the “crowning criminality” of the trust 
is its attitude toward labor. He es- 
pecially arraigns the so-called ‘“‘profit- 
sharing’ plan by which the company 
gives its employees an opportunity to 
obtain an Interest in the vast business. 

This plan, Mr. Gompers contends, is 
“a transparent. deceit through which a 
small minority of its employees are 
sought to be bribed to help in daily 
sweating the vast majority.”’ 

The labor leader furthermore intli- 
mates that these profit-sharing em- 
ployees are carefully selected and that 
they are in nearly every case men who 
are given to discouraging the agita- 
tion of their fellows for better living 
and working conditions. 

The Steel Corporation, at Christmas, 
was reported to have given away 
$1,000,000 in gifts, to its employees 
and to have offerea both the common 
and preferred steel shares to those 
who cared to invest in them at a price 
lower than the market quotation. 

Among the counts Mr. Gompers 
brings against the steel corporation 
are: 

“Its control of production is one of 
tts (the corporation's) established 
features constantly extolled as a merit 
by that poftion of the press animated 
by Wall street motives. 

Dividends on Watered Stock. 

“Its dividends are based upon not 
only its invested capital, but more 
than one-half billion watered stock. 

“Its attorneys are notoriously pres- 
ent at or in every legislative body 
from which privilege may be purchas- 
ed or advantage in some form be pro- 
cured. 

‘Its influence upon certain courts 

presided over by notable, examples of 
the judiciary has been shown by, the 
radical modifications of their unjust 
injunctions speedily made by higher 
courts. 
“Ite close touch with certain infamous 
daily newspapers is exhibited upon 
every occasion when it is possible for 
editors to choose between prostrating 
themselves before its subsidy disburs- 
ere or standing up to courageously de- 
feng common rights. 

“Its systematic destruction of an 
epen and honest market is shown by 
numberless methods, from pushing 
higher an already super-protective 
tariff against a contrary public opin- 
fon to the crushing out of rivals in 
any branch of the industries upon 
which it enters.” 

In concluding his appeal, Mr. Gomp- 
ers declares there can be no let-up in 
the fight “until the steel trust changes 
, ite present hostile attitude,”

He urges the need of increased fa- 
cilities at the Girls’ High School, as- 
serts the removal of the technical de- 
partment of the Boys’ High School to 
a site of its own was a wise move, 
and reports thad the Boys’ High School 
needs additional space for exercise 
and sport. 

“I“trust that the people will indorse 
the issue of bonds for the improve- 
ment of the schools,” he gays, “sixty 
children in a school room is most un- 
wise. it is a direct attack upon the 
best interests of children.”

Hon. Luther Z. Kosser, President 
Board of Education, Atlanta, Ga.—My 
Dear Mr. Rosser: I beg leave herewith to 
present the annual repuogt of the pub- 
jic schools of Atlanta for the calendar 
year. 1909. 

The general condition of the schools 
is good. The professional spirit of the 
teachers, the increased enroliment of 
the pupils, the improved methods of 
discipline and instruction, and the en- 
larged territory of the city for 1909 
and 1910 should be sources of pride 
and pleagure to the city, and to the 
board of education. 

_ The excellent spirit of very many of 
our teachers is exhibited in enthusi- 
astic work in the school room, and in 
attendance upon the nonmal classes, 
and in obedience to the rules and in- 
structions from school authorities. A 
number of our leading teachers have 
attended summer normal schools at 
Harvard, Columbia university, Univer- 
sity of Chicago, University of Tennes- 
see, University of Virginia, University 
of Georgia, University of the South, 
and-at other institutions of learning. 
Attendance upon these institutions by 
teachers at their expense in the periods 
of their summer rest is most com- 
mendable, and deserves the proper ap- 
preciation on the part of the city. It 
follows logically that. greater conse- 
cration. to schoolwork and wiser meth- 
ods of discipline and instruction will 
be noted in the different schools. In 
this connection I wish to commend 
Misses Gussie M. Brenner, Kate B. 
Massey, Aurelia Roach, Perry Hender- 
son, Eliie Dunlap, Gertrude Corrigan, 
Emma Wesley, Rusha Wesley, Myra 
Graves, Kate Harralson and Maud 
Athoder, who did work at Harvard dur- 


fing the summer of 1909. Good records 


were made, also, by Mrs. Lucy 8. Neil 
and Miss Aggie Dean, at Columbia uni- 
versity; Miss May Hudson, at the Uni- 
versity of Knoxville; Miss Sadie Nolan, 
at the University of Georgia, and Miss 
Marion Holsenbeck, at the University 
of the South. There were others, whose 
names are not easily obtained. The 
fact that so many principals attended 
these famous institutions indicates a 
determination for self-improvement 
and promotion of schoo) interests; and 
we may rely upon it that inspiration 
from these sources will De transmitted 
to the associate teachere down the 
line. 


Work of Sammer Normal. 


Our own summer normal school has 
done a magnificent work. In my visits 
to the schools improved methods and 
discipline are easily discernible among 
those inexperienced teachers who had 
done faithful work in our summer 
normal school. his improvement has 
been especially marked In better meth- 
ods of teaching reading, arithmetic, 
English composition, and geography. 
In all candor, I must say that the 
summer normal school in Atlanta 
should have been better attended. Of 
the 107 teachers designated to attend 
that institution, 65 enrolled their 
names. The number of teachers ex- 
cused from attendance is too large a 
proportion of the total number chosen 
to do the work. The board vested in 
the superintendent power to say what 
teachers should be excused from at- 
tendance upon this school. I did not 
hesitate to excuse teachers who 
brought me certificates from physicians 
declaring that the health of the teach- 
ers was too delicate to do the work. 
I would regret to see the summer ‘nor- 
mal school abolished. Its work is great. 
But I would rather it would cease to 
exist than to have its usefulness so 
seriously tmpaired. 

On Saturday, normal classes are 
working smoothly and effectively. 
They do a great work in stimulating 
zeal and inspiring thought. When the 
teachers recite lessons in the presence 
of their peers, the incentive to be pre- 
pared is strong; and the children of 
the ecfty recelve the benefit of this 
increased scholarship and efficiency. In 
my judgment, the board of education 
has' not ordered school management 
more wisely than in maintaining our 
Saturday normal work from 9 a. m. to 
1 o’clock p. m. When the schools, were 
established in 1872, all. the teachers 
were required to attend the normal 
classes every Saturday. Now, all the 
teachers attend the first Saturday in 
in the month for one hourand a half— 
the white primary teachers, the sec- 
ond Saturday, from 9 o'clock a. m. to 
1 o’clock p._m.; the grammar grade 
teachers, the third Saturday, from 9 
until 1 o’clock p. m., and the negro 
teachers, the fourth ‘Saturday, from 9 
until 12 o'clock. In the Saturday nor- 
mal: classes, a half hour its given to 
each: of the three departments of pen- 
manship, music and physical culture; 
an hour to drawing; three-fourths o 
an hour to arithmetic, and three- 
fourths of an hour to English ‘gram- 
mar. Upon my recommendation, I was 
authorized to employ the principals 
of the schools to instruct the teachers 
of our primary grades in the Saturday 
normals. The plan has accomplished 
excellent results in every way. The 
personnel of our teaching force is 
changing so rapidly from a variety of 
causes. that the new teachers derive 
vast benefit from these normal classes, 
and the more experienced teachers 
are a source of great help to those 
who are new and not familiar with 
our work. I am in constant receipt of 
letters from leading cities in the 
United States inquiring what methods 
we adopt in Atlanta to prevent the 
experienced teachers from falling Into 
ruts and to improve the scholarship 
of new teachers. Our Atlanta methods 
keep us abreast of the demands. for 
some schocf institution to @o the work 
required by national educational opin- 
lon. We pay for attendance upon the 
Saturday normals the same sum as for 
a day’s work in the school room. 

The department of drawing is doing 
a go00d harmonious work this year.

The work done by .the negroes was 
good, and the schools are reaping the 
benefits. They have unanimously pe- 
titioned the board to grant them the 
normal school for the summer of 19109. 
I hope that the board will approve the 
petition. 

The establishment of a normal de- 
partment in our school system is 
eminently wise. It is contrary to 
reason, experience and school opinion 
that teachers should enter upon thelr 
work without special normal training. 
Our normal! department is broaden- 
ing the scholarship of teachers, is 
giving them correct theories of dis- 
cipline and methods of instruction, 
and is especially impressing upon 
them the moral obligation to be loyal 


and obedient to the rules and regu- 
ulations of the board of oGuca tion. 
The graduates enter upon their work 
with zeal and determination, and with 
such experience as they have acquired 
by observation and practice in their 
visits to our schools. This depart- 
ment should cover a period of two 
years, but for the present we are 30 
we cannot 
afford to have it extend longer than 
one year. 

The growth of our schools is easily 
seen in the comparative enrollment 
of the three years past. In the schol- 
astic year 1906-7 the enrollment was 
15,988; in the scholastic year 1907-8, 
16,765, showing an increase of 777. 
The enrollment in the year 1908-9 
was 17,899, showing an increase of 
last year over the year previous l,- 
134. The enrollment for the fall of 
1909 was 17,751. The territory just 
added to the corporate limits of At- 
lanta will increase the enrollment’ 
about 1,750. There will be a probable 
increase of 500 in addition to that by 
June. We may, therefore, safely 
count on an enrollment of 20,000 chil- 
dren in the public schools of Atlanta 
by the close of the present scholastic 
year. 

During the calendar wear 1909 the 
following schools were added to the 
city system: Highland Park, Edge- 
wood, Faith, East Atlanta, Edge- 
wood, colored, and Carrie Steele.’ For 
the calendar year 1910 we have added 
Ethel Street, Western Heights, Battle 
Hill, Oakland City, Howell Station, 
Exposition Mills, Pittsburg, and Oak- 
land City, colored. 

The number of teachers in Our pub- 
lic schools in the year 1906-7, ex- 
clusive of directors, was 325; for the 
year 1907-8, 352, an increase of 27. The 
number of teachers for 1908-93 Was 
386, an increase of 34 over the pre- 
vious year. For 1909-10 we have 427, 
an increase of 48 over the year 1908-9. 
In other words, in two and a half 
years. the number-of teachers in our 
public schools, white and colored, in- 
creased 102. We have eleven white 
directors and assistant directors and 
one colored. 

During the calendar year 1909 the 
Luckie street building was completed. 
It is a beautiful structure, one of the 
best equipped in the south. It ac- 
commodates twelve grades, _and re- 
quires twelve teachers, besides the 
supernumerary and the principal. 

I desire to emphasize the good work 


being done in our three night schools, 
namely, Woolen Mills, Settlement 
Home, and Boys’ Night school; also 
the opportunities given tu the 
children in the factory districts to get 
an education. In our three night 
schools we have an enrollment of 581, 
showing that there are many chil- 
dren who, after the toil of the day, 
are endeavoring to prepare them- 
selves for the struggle of life. In our 
factory districts there Is an enrolj- 
ment of 245. Our system of schools is 
therefore taking good care of the 
poorest boys: and of.children of fac 
tory operatives, who must attend 
school at night. 
Valuation ef $1,037,600. 


We have forty-nine schools in our 
stem. Forty-one of these occupy 
buildings and grounds belonging to 
the city. The valuation placed upon 
the houses and lots used by § the 
public schools is $1,037,600. A few of 
these buildings are new and well- 
adapted to school purposes. Many 
of them are undesirable, because they 
were not constructed with a view to 
correct school architectures They aré 
poorly lighted, and in case of a fire 
are a source of great danger to the 
lives of the children. Some of these 
bulldings are going rapidly to decay 
for the lack of paint and repair. The 
board has not had the money to éen- 
able me to have the necessary work 
done. These facts haVe been present. 
ed to the board from time to time. 
We should have school buildings con- 
structed with an eye to the most im- 
proved school architecture, so _ that 
the school houses and grounds could 
be attractive to the children. It is 
impossible to determine the moral 
and intellectual effort upon children 
caused by aesthetic school buildings 
and grounds. Many of our. schoo! 
ards are so small that the children 
Laws no opportunity for play at re- 
cess, or they are so cut up with guls 
lies caused by severe rains as to 
make it dangerous to play.

China’s First Railroad. 

The first track ever laid inthis 
country was a little stretch of twelve | 
miles, running’ from Shanghai to the:

It was constructed in 1876 by 
a British company, at a cost of 
$100,000, and Wes optrated but a few 
weeks. The native officials were op- 
posed to railroads and they tried to 
keep out this opening wedge. The 
story goes they paid @ coolie $100 to 
allow himself to be run over by the 
cars and killed. At any rate, the man 
threw himself in front of the cars, and 
was taken out mangled and dead. 
Upon this, a mob tore up the road and 
the officials decided it should be abol- 


The railway from Shanhaikwan to 
Tien-tsin, or rather that part of it from 
the Kaiping coal mines to Tien-tsin, 
was constructed about ten years later, 
being started as a tramway, with cars 
hauled by horses, and finally changed 
to @ steam railroad. This scheme was 
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enormous; feeder for this little, dine,

war with Russia. It is now financed 
and operated by the Japanese and is a 
living evidence of their ability a: 
practical railway managers. Its tracks 
have been entirely. relaid, and that 
‘with American steel. New bridges have 
been put up, using materials ordered 
from the United States, and the roll- 
ing stock is mostly American. The ex- 
press trains have Pullman cars, light- 
ga by electricity, and the travel is as 
comfortable as anywhere in the world. 
The road is well financtered. The 
gross receipts last year were about $3,- 
500,000, and its net earnings were 1.6 
per cent on the common stock.. The 
chief officers of the road are Japanese, 
but the present policy is to use Chi- 
nese for all subordinate positions. It Is 
fonnd that thev.-are cheaper and more 
experienced. They speak the language 
ef the cguntry.and do better in han- 
Gling the traffic. 
The New Road to Kirin. 

A branch of this Manchurian railway 
is to Kirin, which lies north of Mukden 
eizhty or one hundred miles to the 
eastward. Kirin has 100,000 popula- 
ticn. It is surrounded by a rich agri- 
cultural country and is a great lumber 
city. The new road has been 
financed by a combination of Chinese 
and Japanese capitalists, and Japan is 
lending most of the money. The civil 
engineers are taken from both nations, 
but the road will be Chinese. 

In addition to this line preparations 
are making for constructing a stand- 
ard-gauge road to Anttng, on the bor- 
ders of Korea, and there connecting 
with the Korean railway system. 
There-is already a two-foot track run- 
ning. over this route. This will be 
torn up, and where the new road line 
is laid the Trans-Siberian trains will 
be shifted to it and will go directly 
to Antung. There they will be ferried 
over the river, then go on down the 
roads already built through Korea to 
Fusan, within a. night's ride of Japan. | 
This will bring Tokio into railroad 
communication with Europe.

Albany, Ga., January 1.—(Special.)— 
At last. Albany’s dream of years—a 
public park in all respects adequate to 
the city’s growing needs—is to be 
realized. 

At a special meeting held for the 
purpose, the city council closed options 
for the purchase of twenty-three acres 
of ground in the northern part or the 
city known as “Arcadia.” The  pur- 
chase money will be at once paid, and 
one of the first matters to claim the 
attention of the public improvement 
department of the city government in 
the new year will) be the improvement 
of the tract to fit it for park purposes. 

All but four acres of the tract is 
beautiftilly wooded, and the land is al- 
most perfectly level. It extends from 
Jefferson street to Madison, and its up- 
per boundary is within a few hundred 
feet of the northérn municipal limits.

London, January 1.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.)—I have been in London 
a month, have talked to bankers, had 
a peep through the, windows of the 
stock exchange (those sacred precincts 
upon which the ordinary stranger “is 
never permitted to have a full gaze), 
have seen the Lord Mayor's Show with 
all its ancient splendor, and have met 
a large number of people of high and 
low degree.

At that time Cc. Silvester Horne was 
a West End pastor. It is stated that 
in those days, when appearing before 
hia fashionable congregation in. Ken- 
sington, “he preached as a bird sings.” 

“T had a very prosperous church,” 
said Mr. Horne, in discussing his 
work with me, “but I could not under- 
stand why it was that the churches 
in the fashionable districts seemed to 
prosper, while those among the mass 
of the middle and lower classes seem- 
ed to languish. I could not stand it 
any longer, so I made up my mind to 
come down: here and see what caquid 
be done.” 

Found Chureh Crowded. 

What has been accomplished is & 
marvel. One experiences. the electric 
thrill of it the moment he gets into 
the neighborhood. I had had a spe- 
cial invitation to attend the service 
on Sunday evening, December 5. As 
it was scheduled to start at 7 o'clock, 
I arranged to be on hand about 6:45, 
assuming that that would get me a 
seat where I could see and hear 
everything. Imagine my surprise, 
therefore, when upon entering the 
church I found the place already 
crowded, with every seat taken and 
a number of people standing. in the 
aisles. The only available spaces 
where one might sit down were on @ 
few steps on:the stairway in the gal- 
lery. These people had been there 
already for some time, listening to an 
orchestral concert. For one of the 


features of this institution, in addi- 
tion to the organ, is an orchestra of 
some ten or twelve pieces.

building. When Mr. Horne and his as- 
sistant, Mr. Chisholm, ‘took - their 
places ‘in the altar a few moments: 
before 7 o'clock, I expected to see 4 
considerable number of people leave, 
anticipating that they had come mere- 
ly for the music. On the contrary, 80 
far as I could observe, not 4 single | 
person ,Jeft the auditorium. The crowa 
which stayed through numbered prob- 
ably 2,000 people. 

There were four -hymns, all sung 
to good old-fashioned tunes, and 
everybody sang. A very interesting 
feature of the prelimingry. service was 
the collection. Everybody seemed to 
give something, and ~*~ it could be ob- 
served that practically every contribu- 
tion consisted..,of the large English 
coppers. In fact..I was told after the 
service that. nine-tenths of all. the 
money contributed at this church fs in 
the form of <pennies. There ‘are, 80 
many of these .that they are never 
counted, but ‘are merely taken to the 
bank and there measured by weight. 
The pennies contributed at the ser- 
vice on this octasion would about fill 
a half-bushel sack. 

Sermon Very. Simple. = : 

The sermon by the “superintendent” 
of the “mission” (it is practically self- 
suStaining) was as simple and 
straightforward an effort as one would 
ever heard from a pulpit. Mr.-Horne 
has some of the characteristics of Dr. 
Gunsaulus, of ,Chicago, in that his 
preaching is—of the strictly. 0ld-fash- 
ioned, evangelical kind. He has also 
some of Mr. Moody’s qualities, partic- 
ularly in his straightforward appeal

Following the service, Mr. Horne 
conducted a brief session in one of 
the lecture rooms of the church to give 
a talk to explain to * those 
who expected to become mem- 
bers ,of the church shortly, 
the real significance of thetr proposed. 
step. Following that, this energetic 
religious dynam» retired to his study 
and there began to receive the va- 
riou8 members of his church who wish- 
ed to consult him on one point or an- 
other. Although he had especially in- 
vited me to call to see him after the 
service, it was not possible for me to 
get to him until fully an hour after 
the first service had ended. The time 
was not dull, however, for waiting in 
the ante-roém gave one an Opportunity 
to get a still further line on the as- 
tonishing activity which was here in 
progress. In a basement room there 
were a large number of young men 
and young women seated around, who 
were drinking tea and enjoying a so- 
cial hour. This social hour, in fact, 
had been in progress since $:30.in the 
afternoon, and though: this was but 
an ordinary evening... the place was 
crowded. In another room, known as 
the lounge, young men were sitting 
around, smoking and reading. In still 
other rooms young men and young 
women were apparently busily en- 
gaged with various interests. In fact, 
the part of the church behind thea 
altar seemed to be a mixture of a club, 
& restaurant and a library. 


4,000 im Church Clubs. 


I was informed that the number 
Of people who make use of the various 
clubs and organizations developed un- 
der the auspices of this church are 
about 4,000. The calendar for the 
week of December 5 gives an indica- 
tion of the multifarious character of 
the enterprises here carried on. 

On Monday evening there was to be 
a lantern lecture, practice of the male 
voice choir and meetings of the Mutual 
Sick Benefit Society, | Coal Society and 
Senior Girls’ Club. 

On Tuesday evening there was to 
be a Boys’ Club drill, orchestra prac- 
tice and meetings of the swimming 
Club, Senior Boys’ Club, Elocution 
Class and Debating Society. 

On Wednesday evening a “poor man's 
lawyer” was to be at the church for 
consultation with anyone seeking lega) 
advice, and in the auditorium of the 
church the Mutual Improvement So- 
ciety was listen to an address. This 
organization itself has about 1,100 
members and the weekly address is 
usually attended by from 700 to 1,000 
young men. 

Soon through the week, this re- 
markable serfes of léctures, meetings 
and schemes for improvement con- 
tinued. I noticed that there was an- 
nounced for the evenings of Decem- 
ber 14 and 15 the “Sixth Annual Dick- 
ens’ Festiva)” and for the evening of 
Saturday, the llth Of December, there 
was to be a musidal cOncert by the 
band of his majesty’s First Life 
Guards. 

It was nearly 10 o'clock in the eve- 
ning when I had ah Opportunity of get- 
tihg into Mr.’ Horne’s study. He quite 
repudiated the suggestion that a man 
who had done as much as he had that 
day should be allowed to go home and 
not be troubled with further visitors. 
He had left his home at 2:30 o’clock 
that afternoon, and had been at the 
church continuously ever since. The 
remains of the inevitable tea, of whick 
every Englishman partakes about 5 
o'clock in the afternoon, were on his 
table. He had preached twice that 
day, in addition to conducting the vari- 
ous other smaller and shorter services, 
but he seemed still fresh and eager. 

His Recreations. 

“How do you keep in condition for 
this sort of strenuous life?’ it wae 
asked. “Do you play football, and 
what is your course of training?’ 

“Well, I play golf now and then, but 
[ have not had a.chance to do much 
playing of late,” he replied. 

In the English’ “Who’s Who,” that 
encyclopedia of information about 
living men, Mr. Horne’s recreations are 
put down as “golfing, cycling and agi- 
tating.” This information was evident- 
ly given to “Who’s Who” by Mr. Horne 
himself, and the last of these three 
diversions ig a most interesting clew to 
his character. Note also in this same 
biography Mr. Horne'’s evident self- 
description as an “impenitent radical 
and an advocate of modern puritanism.” 
He is indeed a born “stirrer-up” of 
things. In the pulpit he: gives .onoe 
somewhat of an impression of being 
mild-mannered and soft-spoken. He

In his study, one realizes immediate- 
ly that he is now in the presence of a 
man who ia above all things else alive.” 
When I was ushered in, though it was 
a cold and rather raw December eve- 
ninjs, he had already been in the room 
for some time with the window open 
and with no heat of any kind. Here 
was evidently an apostle of fresh air.

I had noticed accounts in the news- 
papers of Mr. Horne’s having spoken 
at various public meetings, and he had 
only the week before completed a “nine 
Gays evangelical mission” upon the 
various services of which he told me 
some $0,000 people had been in attend- 
ance. The mid-day services had at- 
tracted congregations in which business 
men predominated, with a very large 
sprinkling of hospital nurses, The 
afternoon Bible readings by Dr. Camp- 
bell Morgan had drawn quite different 
congregations, many of them had driven 
up In their motors and carriages; while 
for the evening services entirely dif- 
tLerent, audiences, composed largely of 
the poorer classes of people, gathered. 

_ ‘Hende@ Great Procession, ‘

sion” a procession of 1,000 people. head- 
ed by Mr. Herme and his wife, marched 
from Whitefield’s through the -netgh- 
bering .streets.

The newspapers all gave great at- 
tention to these remarkable services. 
In writing his own impressions after- 
wards, in the interesting monthly mag- 
azine, The London Signal, itself pub- 
lished under the auspices of the “mis- 
sion,” Mr. Horne said (and the manner 
of his saying is an excellent index to 
the character of the man): 


“Of Campbell Morgan first. He and 
I came from the same county—dear, 
queer, feudal Salop, and I seem to 
have known him well for years. But 
now I know-thet J. never knew him 
until this last week. My opportuni- 
ties of hearing him had. been few. I 
had not seen him at his most charac- 
teristic craft. But now I am filled 
with admiration and gratitude. He ts 
one of God's greatest gifts to modern 
London. 

“I see the crowds and crowds of 
curlous visitors! The miscellaneous 
multitude that har come heaven 
knows whence .and heaven knows 
why. Faces that I watched as 
Campbell Morgan expounded, or John 
McNeill exhorted, are indelibly photo- 
graphed on my memory. Some I am 
certain were passing through inward 
crises. I see now the quick rush of 
blood to the cheeks that flushed as 
if with shame for some secret sain. I 
see eyes filled with tears. I realize 
that a battle ts going forward, though 
I cannot hear the guns. There will 
be a victory for one side—Which? 

“Again a man is kneeling by my 
side and sobbing out his sins, cling- 
ing to my “hand and beseeching me to 
say whether there is any forgiveness 
for one who has been where he has 
been, and done what he has done. 
Then I hear again the golden gospel 
promises that are never quite so sure 
and stable as at such.a time as this. 
I see his face brighten with’a new 
found hope, born of a new-felt penl- 
tence and pardon. ’ 

“Then again, I see the surging 
crowds: beneath the flaring lamps. 
look back ’*to where the torches blaze 
(they were Church of England torches, 
if you please! lent us'to add to the ef- 
fectiveness of our demonstration), and 
I hear’ the band begin (a Salvation 
Army band, if you. please, coming gal- 
lantly to our help). I hear John Mc- 
Nelll’s powerful voice ringing out to 
a great crowd near a tube station -(a 
Presbyterian voice, if you please, 
manfully pleading with -us): ~I-see the 
pitiful army of the drink-sodden and 
the lu&t-stricken. I see our gallant 
skirmishers appealing to them in 
kindly, human fashion. And I see, 
yes, I see at the head of our proces~ 
sion, dimly. outlined, but clear to the 
eve of the soul, the White Christ, the 
Man of Sorrows, the King of Humani- 
ty.”

Washington, January 1.—Tubercu- 
losis stands at the head of the dis- 
eases which afflict the Indians, ac- 
cording to the annual report of the 
commissioner of Indian affairs. 

Three hundred and three govern- 
ment schools were conducted during 
the past fiscal year, an increase of 22. 
Almost all of the Christian denomina- 
tions in the United States have mis- 
sions in the Indian country, the report 
cites, adding that the Indian office co- 
operates effectively with eath. 

In conclusion, the report says: 

“The domestic life of the Indians, 
the sanctity and purity of the mar- 
riage relation, ig a matter of prime 
importance, and should be protected, 
by stringent laws in accord with the 
most advanced and best marriage and 
divorce laws among the whites. Ther 
isa great need for a determined an 
systematic effort to teach the Indians 
those industries best suited to their 
various localities and abilities.”

The island of Hongkong, 
an integral part of the Chinese Em- 
pire, was ceded in perpetuity to Great 
Britain in 184% as indemnity for a 
war which China had sought in vain 
te avoid. It is sttuated off the south- 
east coast of China, near the mouth of 
the Canton or Pearl river, some $0 
miles south of the city of Canton. 
It forms an irregular and broken ridge 
about 12 miles long and from 2 to 5 
miles wide, its area being about 30 
equare-miles. The opposite peninsula 
of Kaulung, forming part of the main- 
land of China, was likewise ceded to 
Great Britain in 1861, and now forms 
part of the crown colony of Hongkong. 

The island is covered from shore to 
shore with high rocky-faced hills 
and mountains, ranging in height‘from 
1,000 to 2,000 feet. It is well watered 
by several small streams which have 
their sources far up in the mountain 
coves; but there is very little arable 
land, and not much indigenous vegeta- 
ble growths. The climate is not con- 
‘ sidered healthful. From May to Octo- 
ber the moist heat is very oppressive 
and enervating, the habitable part of 
the island being completely cut off by 
a high mountain range from the re- 
freshing influence of the southwest 
moonsoons. During the winter moriths 
the atmosphere is cool and dry, but 
subject to sudden changes of tempera- 
ture. In winter the unobstructed 
chilly blasts from the northeast sweep 
Gown upon the place and for a few 
hours or even days, Hongkong is one 
of the chilliest spots in the East. The 
result of such sudden changes of tem- 
perature is liver and kidney troubles, 
which are often fatal. 

The growth of the city of Hongkong, 
or “Victoria,” as it is more properly 
called, has been phenomenal. In 1842, 
when the island became a British 
crown colony, there was nothing there 
but a few thatched ‘huts occupied by 
Chinese fishermen: Today is is one 
of the great monetary centers in Asia, 
and has a population of over 300,000. 
Of these, perhaps more than one-half 
are Chinese, who live in separate 
quarters to themselves, but who con- 
trol fully one-half of the trade, and 
own quite as much of the working 


formerly capital. 


At all seasons the beautiful 

harbor presents a most animated ap- 
pearance. Great ocean steamers and 
all varieties of sailing vessels are con- 
stantly arriving and departing. The 
city rises’ from the very edge of the 
water and extends up the steep ac- 
clivity to near the crest of the moun- 
tain; the squares and houses rising 
one aboye another like the seats in a 
great amphitheater. The lateral 
streets, usually wide and well paved, 
are cut into the mountain side, often 
through beds of solid granite. Many 
of.the business houses, government 
offices and private residences would be 
Ornamental even in London or New 
York. 

Here all the great English houses in 
southern China centralize their opera- 
tions and conduct their monetary 
transactions, and the city has become 
one of the great financial centers of 
the eastern world. Yet it occupies only 
a secondary place in the) commerce of 
China. The greater part of European 
and American imports goes direct to 
the places of their destination without 
touching at Hongkong; while fully 
two-thirds of the exports from the 
place, although the invoices are usually 
made out there, are really from Can- 
ton and other ports of departure. 

In all forms of social and business 
life, English manners and customs pre- 
vall. Even Brother Jonathan, noted 
as he is for his individuality, usually 
becomes completely Anglicized after 
a few years’ residence here. The res- 
ident Germans, however, maintain 
their own social clubs here, as else- 
where, when their number and purses 
are sufficiently strong. Of course, the 
government officiale are all British 
subjects. The governor, is appointed 
from London, ang is aided by an exew- 
utive council, a colonial secretary 
(who is also a registrar general), a 
treasurer, harbor master, director of 
public works and an eléctive legisla- 
tive council. 

The hotels are all English; and here 
as elsewhere, English social customs 
prevail; the proprietor, manager, or 
chief clerk is treated as sort of upper 
servant—never as the social equal of 
his guests. If-the chief steward or 
head waiter should stupidly seat a 
“shopkeeper,” artisan or other person 
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of inferior rank at the same table 
with an army or navy officer, govern- 
ment official or wholesale merchant, 
he would probably lose his job and get 
hia head punched into the bargain. As 
a result of.such social punctillousness 
(or snobbishness, if you prefer that 
term), an American rarely engages in 
the hotel business {n Hongkong. The 
supercilious, dlamond-studded clerk in 
some of our great American hotels, 
who is sometimes a terror to his 
guests, would be simply nobody here. 
Some years ago, a Lord Somebody, on 
his way from -Hongkong, stopped at 
one of the swell hotels in San Fran- 
clsco. Very soon there was a knock 
at his little parlor door; and, in re- 
sponse to a sonorous “Come in," a 
flashily-dressed individua} entered, 
who sald, “I- am Colonel. Smith, the 
manager of the hotel; I called to pay 
my respects, and to see if you are com- 
) fortabte.” To which hits lordship re- 
plied, “Ah, you’re the innkeeper, are 
| you? I am quite comfortable, thank 
|}you; when I want you, I'll send for 
you.” |

The sail from Hongkong to the 
mouth of the Canton river (sometimes 
called the Pearl river, but known to 
the Chinese as the Chu-Kiang) is 
through’a series of narrow straits be- 
tween groups of small : fslands and 
projecting headlands. The waters are 
usually very .tranqull, and the scenery 
is singularly beautiful. In years past 
this region was infested by Chinese 
pirates whose extermination seemed 
almost hopeless. Even to this day 
we occasionally hear of some schooner 
that has been plundered by these out- 
laws, and river and coasting steamers 
generally go well armed: for possible 
emergencies. ° 

We enter the mouth of the river at a 
Place called Boco-Tigris, and proceed 
thence to Wham-Poa, some 12 or 14 
miles below Canton. Here the scenery 
is singularly beautiful; the high hills 
on both sides of the great river, often 
rising to the dignity of small moun- 
tains, are clothed with all. varieties of 
the palm, ferns and other subtropical 
growths. Beautiful flower gardens 
smile down upon us from the steep 
hillsides and rocky cliffs, in striking 
contrast with the half-naked coolies 
and rather dirty-looking natives of 
higher degree; and We naturally mar- 
vel at such evidences of sentiment and 
refined taste displayed among a peo- 
ple who are popularly supposed to be 
destitute of both. 

Wham-Poa is beautifully situated on 
a high bank on the west on left side 
of the river. Just above is a small 


island and a projecting headland, thus 
forming a deep and commodioug har- 
bor. It was here where Caleb Cush- 
ing, the American envoy, met the 
Chinese commissioners from Pekin | 
1843, and negotiated our first treaty of 
amity and eommerce with the celestial 
Empire. At that time, and for several 
years afterwards, this was the limit to 
which “barbarian” vessels were per- 
mitted to ascend the river. When the 
privilege was given to ascend to the 
harbor of Canton, Wham-poa was 
doomed as a trading station, and for- 
eign merchant vessele now pass it 
without calling. 


As we proceed up the river, we oo- 
casionally ‘see great rafts of logs 
lashed to the shore, or sometimes an- 
chored near it, on which are growing 
crops of lettuce, beans, cabbage, on- 
ions and other vegetables in little bedg 
of rich loam gathered from the banks 
or dredged from the bottom. of the 
stream. Near the .land end of this 
floating vegetable garden is usually a 
thatched hut, the home of the owner 
and his family. He manages séme- 
how, to make a Hving.off the products 
of his little garden, supplemented by 
fish caught from the river, and a lit- 
tle rice obtained by barter with the 
land settlements. 

Farther up, we begin‘to get our first 
views of the celebrated.“river towns’ — 
an immense population whose only 
home ‘is on the water. The little house- 
} boats are anchored in blocks or squares 
with pasSsways or “streets” between. 
The living apartment is seldom over 8 
by 10 feet in size, and is situated in 
the middle of the keel; smali as it is, 
it affords accommodation for a family 
of six or eight persons, and sometimes 
for two families, including. a dog or 
two, some chickens, a few ducks and 
a pig. Sometimes the men folk find 
odd jobs On shore at about 8 cents a 
day, returning home at night; but per- 
haps more generally. they eke out an 
existence by fishing, barter or stéal- 
ing. : 

Just in front of the lower outskirts 
of Canton, separated from the mainland 
by a navigable channel of the river, we 
observe a rather picturesque little is- 
land, popularly known as “Dutch Fol- 
ly.” It obtained its name in this wise: 
Away back In the latter part of the 
seventeenth century, when the Dutch 
were the principal carriers of the com- 
mercial world, some Holland merchants 
obtained permission to anchor their 
vessels at this little island, and, some 
years later, they were granted permis- 


sion to construct’ warehouses’ theré. 
Their next move was to secretly for- 
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Don’t Weep At 
‘The Ice House. 


Some people swell upton “emotion” 
brewed from absolute untruth.

Now let us reverse the conditions 
and have a look. 

Suppose the company had ordered 
the union to dismiss certain men from 
their union and, the demand being re-> 
fused, should institute a boycott 
against that union, publish its name 
in an “unfair list,” instruct other man- 
ufacturers all over the United States 
not to buy the labor of that union, 
have committees call at stores and 
threaten to boycott if the merchants 
sold anything made by that union. 
Picket the factories where members 
work and slug them on the way 
home, blow up their houses and wreck 
the works, and even murder a few 
members of the boycotted union to 
teach them they must obey the orders 
of “organized Capital?’ 

It would certainly be fair for the 
company to do these things if lawful 
for the Labor Trust to do them. 

In such a case, under our laws the 
boycotted union could apply to our 
courts and the courts would order the 
company to cease boycotting and try- 
ing to ruin these union men.

How could any of us receive pro- 
tettion from law-breakers unless the 
courts have power to, and do punish, 
such men?

Said methods have 
consequences which are abhorrent to 
the law-abiding people of Canada, in- 
volving hunger, misery, riot, blood- 
shed and murder, all of which might 
be termed a result of the practical 
war now in -progress in our fair 
province and directed by foreign emis- 
saries of the United Miners of Amer- 
ica.”’

“It can be gaid in extenuation of 
certain leaders of organized labor that 
the precarious position which they oc- 
cupy as leaders has had a tendency to 
cause them,to lose sight of the object 
behind the organization. The natural 
instinct in man for power and position 
is in no small measure responsible for 
the mistakes of the leaders, not neces- 


expressed his confidence in courts in 
general and in those of the District of 
Columbia in particular. 

APPROVED BY DELEGATES. 

This rebuke by Burns was in his 
annual report to the general assembly 
of his organization. He received the 
hearty approval of the delegates who:

“The Labor Digest,” a reputable 
workingman’s paper, says, as part of

of the majority of the citizens of the 
country. 

“This must have forced itself upon 
the leaders of the federation by this 
time. If it has not, the leaders must 
be eliminated.

A little above this, and nearly oppo- 
site the present foreign settlement, 
known as “Shameen,” is the isiand of 
Honam, famous as the site of the 
largest and most. richly endow- 
ed Buddhist temple in § China. 
It. was here where the _ “first 
foreign hongs, or “factories,” as 
they are called in loca] parlance, were 
established after the port of Canton 
was opened to the’ commerce of the 
outside world. In the course of time, 
these were moved over to Shameen, and 
Honam soon bécame one of the “has 
beens” of foreign commerce, 

Less than half a century ago, Sha- 
meen wae a little mud island not ex- 
ceeding 20 yards in circumferende, 
partly submerged in times of freshet, 
and overgrown with flags. By the terms 
of settlement following the English 
and French occupation of the city, in 
1856-57, this little island was set apart 
for the hongs and residences of tne 
mérchants and Officials of the treaty 
powers. The harbor and the narrow 
sluice of the river separating the little 
island from the mainland, were dredged 
out, and the island filled in and raised 
to its present dimensions, It is now 
nearly two miles in circuit, fully six 
feet above the high water mark, and 
inclosed by a substantial stone quay. 
The little settlement is laid off into 
regular squares with beautiful, wel!- 
paved avenues and cross streets, well 
shaded by banyan trees, water oaks 
and maples, and ornamented with 
flower gardens. The narrow channel 
between it and the native city 
spanned by fron bridges, across which, 
however, no Chitaman other than @& 
high officia! is allowed to pass with- 
out special permission in writing. Some 
of the commercial houses and private 
residences are quite palatial in appear- 
ance, and the place boasts of a neat lit- 
tle Episcopal church edifice, a social 
clubhouse and a neat little theater. 
The police and sanitary.systems are 
perfect. The climate, though hot, !s 
not unhealthful; the society is perhaps 
the best of all the treaty ports, and all 
things considered, it is a much more 
desirable place of residence than either 
Shanghai or Hongkong. 

Canton is one of the oldest and most 
interesting cities in China. It is also 
one of the most populous. It is said 
on what seems to be good authority, 
that after the defeat of the Triad 
rebels, in 1845, over 1,500,000 men had 
been killed or executed in and around 
the city. and that “they were hardly 
missed.” At present, within the walls 
of the city alone, the population is va- 
riously estimated at from 1,000,000 to 


} 1,500,600, which is probably an exag- 
as no exact census Vi 
has ever been taken. But it is well oon 


gerated estimate. 
known that fully 90 per cent of all the 
Chinese in the United States came from 
the two provinces of Quang-tung and 
Quang-su, of which Canton Is the capi- 
tal. and that their absence is arcely 
noticeable. The péople of this section 
are said to be much more prolific than 
those in the northern and middle prov- 
inces, and thé natural increase of pop- 
ulation more rapid... There are also 
more evidences of both wealth and 
poverty here than are noticeable in the 
northern and middle provinces, amd the 
rate of mortality is said to be somewhat 
lower. ° 

Although !n a subtropical region, 
where the climate is supposed to be 
less favorable to physical and mental 
effort, it is precisely in. “the two 
Quangs.” where one observes the great- 
est activity among the lower and mid- 
dle classes, and where the rich and 
well-to-do show the least patience un- 
der despotic rule. It is a curious fact 
in the history of the Empire that most 
of the great rebellions and civic com- 
motions had their origin, direct or re- 
mote in or near Canton, or with Can- 
tonese living in other cities: You may 
spend months in Shanghal @r Chin- 
Kiang and never See a fight,6r hears 
violent quarrel among the natives, but 
you can hardly be in Canton a week 
and mix among the natives without 
witnessing several. An Englishman 
once said to me, “You may kick «@ 
Shanghai or Chin-Kiang coolle with 
impunity, but if you offer violence to 


station, you will be sure to get into 
trouble.” 

The city of Canton proper is inclosed 
by a high rampart of stone and brick, 
satd to be nearly 10 miles in circuit, 
and is divided by an inner wall into 
two sections, one inhabited by Tartar 
descendants, the other by Chinese. ‘fne 
suburban settlements extend from the 
outer wall. many miles east, north and 
south, and are said to contain an ag- 
gregate population nearly Or quite 
equal to that within the old well. The 
streets, both within and without the 
wall, are not exceeding eight feet wide, 
and are generally well paved — with 
granite slabs.from one side to the 
other, and they are also very much 
cleaner and better kept than those in 
most Chinese cities. ! 

I had been in China nearly. two years 
before my first visit to Canton, and had 
about came to the conclusion that all 
the cifrrent stories about the eating 
of puppies by natives wereemythical. 
Certainly I had never seen anything of 
the kind, although I had been on the 
constant lookout for it. But I had not 
been in Canton a month before I blun- 
dered into a fashionable restaurant 
where little dogs, neatly dressed. and 
brown-baked, were hung up and 6x- 
posed for sale. There gould be no pos- 
sible mistake about it; for there they 
were right before my eyes, three ip 
number, with the feet, head and tail, 
all barbecued with the body, after the 
same manner in which roasted pigs are 
sometimes seen in the United States. 
But to make assurance doubly sure, 
I toék a seat at one of the little tables 
near by, called for some ginger pre- 
serves, and waited to see whether dog 
steaks were really eaten.’ Very soon 
gome decent looking Chinamen, whom 


eating with apparent relish portions of 
one of the very. puppies that I had seen 
hanging near the door, a few feet dis- 


tant. 
There is also a Species of apotted cat, 
which, after having been carefully 
stall-fed for some weeks, is greatly 
prized by the Cantonese as an article 
‘of food. But the current stories about 
snakes as food will have to be spoiled. 
n the creeks and canals near the city 
is @ species sf spotted eel] which the 
natives use ‘for food. At first sight 
one might easily mistake it for a water 
moccasin, but it as far from being a 
genuine snake as is the capitan eel 
that is found in the waters of the alta- 
plane of Bogota in South America. 
Here, as elaewhere in the coast re- 
ions of China, the natives seldom 
rink water, but drink tea instead; 
pure tea, without elther sugar or milk, 
and: usually drink it hot. Wherever 
you see a gang of coolies at work, you 
will see a large kettle of tea suspend- 
ed over @ siow fire, and @ common tin 
dipper out of which all drink the re- 
freshing beverage. The result is that 
aaa fevers ere little known among 
them. If you call upon one of the 
Mandarins at his Yamen, or on a native 
merchant at his meee his first dem- 
onestration of hospita ity will be the 
offer of a cup of hot tea, and just as 
you are about to leave, another will 
produced as @ parting Salutation,

Makes Appeal to All Its 
Members. 


To Begin New Year With a De- 
termination to Use All Honor- 
able Means to Support Con- 
servation Measures. 


Washington, January 1.—The con- 
servation committee of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution appeals 
to every member iof its organization 
and to all patriotic women to begin 
the new year with a determination to 
use all honorable meahs to support 
the conservation measures being car- 
ried ovt all over the country. 

That is the keynote of what might 
be called a resume of the first few 
months’ work of the econservation 
committee of the organization, which 
is composed of mémbers from every 
state and territory in the Union. 

Conservation of all of America’s re- 
scurces is the consensus of the sen- 
timent of the governors of sixteen 
States and territories who were asked 


especial need of conservation in your 
state” and “How many women help?” 

The replies of the governors outline 
a definite, comprehensive plan of action, 
which would seem ¢apable of producing 
results. The conservation committee 
realizeg that the support of any meas- 
ure to be effective must be intelligent, 
and to this end a conservation bulletin 
will be started, and will be sent out 
every two or three weeks to the public 
and private schools of the country in 
the hope that the fundamentals of con- 
servation may find root there.

CANNOT VIOLATE 


NEAR BEER LAWS 


Without Punishment as’ 
for a Misdemeanor. 


Penalty Carried in the Act of 
1908 Is Still of Force, Says the 
Attorney General---So the 
Restrictions in the New Act 
Will Stick. 


According to an opinion furnished | 
to Comptroller General W. A. Wright | 
by Attorney General John GC. Hart. 
yesterday, the penalty for violation of. 
the state laws regulating the sale of 
near beer still sticks, and anyone who 
attempts to run counter to them may 
find himself doing time for a mis- 
demeanor. 

A member of the general assembly | 
recently raised the point that inas-! 
much as the near beer section of the 
general tax act of 1910 carried no: 
penalty with it, it would be possible | 
for any person to open a near beer 
place at any point in the state out- 
side of cities and towns of 2,500 in- 
habitants without paying the license 
tax and without subjecting himself to 
punishment therefor. 

Directly and positively to the con- 
trary, asserts Judge Hart. For the 
penalty section of the near beer act 
of September, 1908, is still of force, 
not having. been repealed by the near) 
béer section of the new general tax, 
act. é 

Also, Judge Hart holds that no 
license can be issued to sell near beer 
outside the limits of incorporated | 
cities or towng of 2,500 inhabitants or 
more according to the last census, 
under any circumstances. 

Judge Hart's Opinion.

8. May a municipality of less than 
2,500 inhabitants according to the last 
census of the United States grant a 
license to dealers in beverages in imi- 
tation of or substitute for wine, ale, 
beer, etc.? ; 

Answering your first question: We 
have in Georgia two acts on the sub- 
ject of dealers in the beverages above 
described, to-wit: the act approved 
September 6, 1908, and the act ap- 
proved August 16, 1909. known as the 
general tax act. These two acts must 
be construed in pari mater:a/ So much 
of the act approved September 5, 1908, 
imposing a tax upcn Gealers in or 
manufacturers of drinks in imitation 
of or intended as a substitute for 
beer, ale, wine, whisky or other alco- 
holic, spirituous or malt liquors shall 
obtain a license so to do from the or- 
dinary of the county wherein the 
business is carried on, or tn default 
thereof shall be guflty of a mis- 
demeanor, ts still of force. Under that 
act the leense was not restricted and 
it became the duty of the ordinary 
to issue the license when the dealer

Answering your second question: It 
would be a violation of law and pun- 
ishable as a misdemeanor for one to 
engage in the sale of this beverage 
outside of an incorporated city. 

In answer to your third inquiry: A 
municipality of less than 2,500 inhabi- 
tants has no authority to issue a 
license to such dealers and a person 
who engaged in the occupation would 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, notwith- 
standing the municipality had granted 
him a license. mn

WON'T BE DELAYED 


Judge Bell Grants Modi- 
fication of His Restrain- 
ing Order. 


Gecrge L. Bell yesterday 
morning modified the temporary fe- 
straining order secured by the citizens 
of South Atlenta on Friday, which pre- 
vented the city of Atjanta from extend- 
ing its city limits as authorized by 4nA 
act of the Georgia legislature, so as to 
allow the city to go ahead with all its 
plans in regard to taking in the new 
territory. 

The modification allowed the city this 
privilege only until the merits of the 
case as to the validity of the law is 
finally settled, the case being set for 
hearing before Judge W. D. Ellis, of 
the Fulton county superior court On 
Monday. 

The territory which is affected by 
the injunction and the new law iT) 
Oakland City, South Atlanta, a portion 
of Battle Hill, West End and a part of 
North Atlanta. 

Attorneys J. D. Kilpatrick and Judge 
Robert L. Rodgers appeared before 
Judge Bell, in behalf of their clients 
in South Atlanta, end argued the case, 
taking objection to the new law, claim - 
ing it unconstitutional in several of 
its parts, and that it works an uncalled- 
for hardship on the’ citizens of that 
territory, making especial mention of 
the bond obligations. 

City Attorney J, L. Mayson argued 
the case for the city, and claimed that 
the machinery of the city would be 
stopped should the restraining order be 
continued, and that the choosing of 
committees, the comihg in of the new 
council and all other matters of eity 
government would be stopped should 
the temporary restraining order be el- 
lowed to remain in effect. 

Judge Bell then modified the re- 
straining order, allowing the city to 
proceed as it intended to before the 
injunction was granted, pending the 
hearing on the merits of the case on 
Monday before Judge Ellis. 

City Attorney Mayson stated yester- 
dey that the city would go ahead with 
its work just as if nothing had hap- 
pened, and that the new limits would 
be set. He stated further that the city: 
would be ready with its side of the 
case on Monday.

CHANGES MADE IK 
SPECIFIC. TAX 


ComptrollerGeneralPub- 
lishes Notice on the 
Subject. 


Comptroller General W. A. Wright 
has just published a notice calling the 
attention of all persons engaged in 
those classes of business which sub- 
ject them to a specific tax, to consult 
the law and ascertain to what extent 


they are liable. 
A number of important amendments 


and additions were made ih the new 
general tax act, among the most im- 
portant of which was the increase in 
the tax on near beer, which is now 
$300 on retailers, instead of $200 as 
formerly, and $1,000 on wholesalers 
and manufacturers, instead of $500. 

There is also a tax .of $1 each on 
dogs, but this has to be’returned to 
the tax receiver and p&éid along with 
other taxes in the fall. 

Special attention is called to the in- 
crease from $200 to $300 in the tax on 
sewing machine companies, and to the 
graduated tax on automobile dealers 
and agents, required to be paid to the 
tax collector of the county wherein the 
machines are sold. Photographers 
must also pay a tax of $10 to the tax 
collector in the county where their 
business is carried on. 

Both domestic and foreign corpora- 
tions doing bustness in the state must 
pay a graduated tax in accordance 
with the amount of capital employed, 
and foreign corporations must regis- 
ter with the secretary of state. This 
tax is graduated from $5 on a corpora- 
tion with $10,000 capital or under, up 
to $100 on all corporations with a cap- 
ital of $1,000,000 or more. 

Another new feature is a tax on the 
gross receipts of all manufacturers of 
carbonated water and soda fountain 
sirtips, which must be paid quarterly 
to the tax collector. 

Companies selling mowing machines, 
reapers, binders and similar agricul- 
tural machines in the state are taxed 
for the first time $100 each, and there 
is a tax of $10 on each agent.

IN LYNCHING BEES 


Washington, January 1—(Publishers’ 
Press Special.)—Seventy-eight lynch- 
ings took place in the United States 
in the year of 1909, a greater number 
than in any other year since 1904, ex- 
cept,1908, when there were 100 sum- 
mary executions. In 1907 there were 
63 and in 1906 there were 72. 

The victims for 1909 lynchings were 
65 negroes and 13 whites. All but five 
cases were in southern states,  IIili- 
nolis and Oregon were the only north- 
ern states to furnish instances of mob 
law. Two cases were recorded in the 
territory of New Mexico. Oklahoma 
established a new record with a quad- 
ruple lynching of cattlemen. There 
were several double lynchings in 
southern etates. 

Virginia barely missed a record of 
“no lynchings” in 1908. On Christmas 
Day a mob at Hurley hanged a white 
man. Except for this tragedy Virgin-

Texas led with thirteen lynchings. 
Georgia came second, with twelve.

Paso, Texas, January ss deepal 
ers’ Préss Special.)—Mexico is prepar- 
ing to head a general South American 
coalition to resist aggression on the 
part of the United States and to pre«- 
vent too much interference with South 
and Central American affairs by the 
_-Washington government. 

While this would. probably be offi- 
clally denied by the Mexican govern- 
ment, it was learned here today on 
high authority that the mission of 
Senor Enrique Creel, in Washington, is 
not so much to. represent the Mexico 
in the Nicaragua mix-up as to const 
with Central and South American re- 
publics in Washington with a view to 
concerted action for the establishment 
of a Monroe doctrine of their own 
aimed against the United States. 

That Mexico, in common with all 
Latin-America is alarmed over the tone 
of aggression assumed by the United 
States in dealing with Nicaragua, Ven- 
ezuela and Chili tn recent controversies 
is certain. 

Naturally the Mexicans hate and fear 
the Americans, and the feeling that it 
will, be only a matter of time when 
Mexico herself may be called sharply 
to time has intensified this feeling. 
Right or wrong, the Latin Americans 
feel that there is a growing tendency 
at Washington to establish a protecto- 
rate over Central and some parts of 
South America which will place this 
republic in the same position as Cuba. 

President Diaz has become convinced 
that Mexico, by reason of h# r geograph- 
ical position, her wealth and population 
must place herself at the head of this 
movement. It stated that already 
Iyiaz has assurances of the hearty sup- 
port of practically all Latin America, 
and that the plans have been quletly 
and unoffictally placed before the prin- 
cipal European nations, and he has 
been assured of their moral support.

“I may know persons 
outside of the prison——and I am al- 
ways giad to make new friends—but 
once inside these doors I know no 
one apart from officials except by the 
number he may be so unfortunate to 
bear. 

“Morse’s coming? “I have had noin- 
formation of it other than what I have 
seen in the papers.: I'am never given 
advance information officially as to 
the coming of prisoners. It is not 
necessary. An officer leaves the 
lace from which the prisoner may 
ee sent without an advance notice. 
We receive each one alike and subject 
each one to the same treatment.

In submitting his annual report for 
1909 W. B. Cummings, chief of the 
fire department, urges upon council 
the necessity of establishing a central 
fire alarm station, of. building and 
equipping engine houses in the Fifth 
and the Ninth wards, and of placing 
the fire alarm wires under the ground. 

The total appropriation asked for 
the year is $293,630. 

The report shows that there has 
been a large increase in the number 
of fires, a total of 739 being record- 
ed for 1909, against 626 for the year 
before an increase of 114 calls. 

Report of Chief Cummings. 

The report, in full, is as follows:

tour honorable body is familiar with

Conspicuous among the needed im- 
provements and additions to the de- 
partment is the almost absolute. ne- 
cessity for an engine house and com- 
pany with necessary equipment at a 
yoint near the endiof Martetta street, 
to protect the ever increasing manu- 
tacturing industries of this section. 

Your honorable body authorized last 

year the purenase of a lot in the new 
ninth ward for-the erection of an en- 
gine house. We now Own a beautiful 
lot for that purpose, purchased in com- 
plilance with your instructions, corner 
of DeKalb and Moreland avenues, We 
, are, however, as yet without the nec- 
| essary appropriation for the erection 
/Of a building thereon, as well as the 
‘needed funds to equip and maintain 
| same. 
| Record Number of Alarms. 
We have had by far the largest 
number of alarms in the history of 
reaching a ‘total this 
| year of 739, as against 625 for 1908, an 
increase of 114 ecalis for the past 
twelve months. In the month of De- 
cember alone we have answered l111 
calls. In this connection we wish to 
call your attention to the automobile 
_hazard. With the increasing use of 
the gasoline car, this becomes quite an 
item, fire losses to automobiles alone 
the past year having reached $30,000. 
We have been particularly fortunate 
this year in having been able to check 
in their incipiency, blazes which might 
have resulted in disastrous fires and 
eerinus nroperty losses. This can easily 
be seen by reference to detailed report 
srpowing.amount of property value at 
risk &at each call. 

Before the wires of the present alarm 
system can be extended to cover new 
area it will be necessary, and at con- 
Sfderable expense, to change the entire 
plan and system to meet the demands 
of our constantly growing city. It 
would require considerable time and 
Space to present t@® you in an intelli- 
gent manner the imperative need for 
this change; one reason only I will 
mention, and that in itself would seem 
sufficient. An alarm now, no matter 
in what section of the city, sounds the 
gong in every one of the @leven engine 
houses. An alarm at night in Brook- 
wood rouses from his sleep every man 
in the engine house near Grant park 
and vice versa. With the present sys- 
tem and constantly increasing num- 
ber of alarms it will soon be abso- 
lutely impossible for any man in the 
department to get a night's’ sleep, 
whether the fire be tn his territory or 
five miles from it.

review and received the clasp of the 
chief executive on equal footing with 
the richest of the community. 
Magnitude of Reception. 

Some idea of the magnitude to which 
the New Year's reception at the white 
house has grown cangbe had from the 
fact that President oosevelf, during 
the last two or three years of his 
term, attained a high-water mark of 
shaking hands with more than 8,000 
men and wcmen. 

The early period of the reception 
was made gayesand impressive, as 
usual, today by the appearance of the 
diplomats in the full-dress unlforms 
of their rank and distinction in the 
countries from which they are accred- 
ited. This year there were many new 
faces in the diplomatic line, which 
was headed by Baron des Planches, the 
Italian ambassador, dean of the corps 
in Washington. 

President Taft’s military and naval 
aides did much of the planning for the 
reception and took their places along 
the receiving line to help facilitate the 
handling of the guests. The introduc- 
tions were made by Colonel Cosby, of 
the army, major-domo of the white 
house, assisted by Captain Butt and 
Lieutenant Commander Palmer. 

The white house today was elab- 
orately decorated with cut and grow- 
ing flowers, and during the reception 
the greatest interest was attracted to 
the four young daughters of the new 
Chinese minister, who, in Oriental 
robes of white, and pink ribbons on 
their hair, added a most picturesque 
tinge to the scene. 

Cannon Half Hour Late. 


Speaker Cannon was half an hour 
late in reaching the White house, and 
had to go through the line long after 
the other members of congress had 
had ‘their inning. Representative Mur- 
dock, of Kansas, one of the insurgent 
leaders of the house, got a most cor- 
dial reception from the president. So 
did Gifford Pinchot, government for- 
ester. Secretary of State Knox and 
Secretary of War Dickinson were not 
both being absent from the 
city. Four trumpeters of the marine 
band sounded four flourishes as the 
president and Mrs, Taft came to take 
their places in the Blue room, prompt- 
ly at 11 o'clock. 

Mrs. Taft was most gracious in her 
greetings as long as sh® remained in 


the line.. 

The delegation of army officers was 
headed by General Nelson A. Miles. re- 
tired, and General J. Franklin Bell, 
chief of staff. Admiral Leutze, in com-.

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LOST LAST THANKSGIVING DAY. 
TWELVE MEN ARE JUST RESCUED: 


New York, January 1.—Such are the 
fortunes of those who “go down to 
the sea in ships’ that twelve men 
who were lost last Thanksgiving Day, 
when the British schooner Johanna 
went down not 150 miles from the 
Delaware, breakwater, werenot even 
known to be missing until the sur- 
vivors were brought to port today 
from St. Thomas, Danish West In- 
dies, by the steamer Korono. 

“The Johanna was bound for the 
breakwater from the Philippines for 
orders,” said Captain C. A. Nickerson 
today. ‘““‘When she became unseawor- 
thy in heavy weather two lifeboats 
were put out—one with thirteen men, 
of which I took command. and the 
other with twelve men. From mo- 
ment to moment we saw the other 
boat heave up against the skyline on 


the crest of % wave and then present- 


ly we saw her no more. 


“We were picked up ourselves by 
the Nova Scotian schooner E. A. Sa- 
bean and carried to the West Indies.” 

On the morning of Thanksgiving 
Day the ship's port seams began 
opening up fast. The men heaved 
like rowers at the pump arms, but no 
water came. For a moment the cap- 
tain was puzzled and then he remem- 
bered his cargo—the Johanna was 
laden with sugar. ,

ANOTHER DIARY 
ON THE STOCKADE

Sey 
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More Testimony as to 
Filth and Cruelty. 


Former Stockade Guard Dodd 
and George Jacobs, a Stock- 
de.Veteran, Among the Wit- 
hesses--Good Word for Stock- 
ade Spoken by W. V. Toney. 


The stockade investigation, which 
was resumed by the council committee 
yesterday morning, brought out some 
more charges against the management 
of the place. Some of the witnesses, 
however, 
good name. 

Theré was another ex-guard on the 
witness stand who kept a diary on 
the stockade. He was John Dodd, who 
was also once a policeman. 

One of the witnesses, a white man, 
named George Jacobs, was a stockade 
expert, having served many sentences 
for the past twenty years. 

The prosecution introduced a small 
bottle that was said to contain speci- 
mens of stockade lice. 

The committee will not meet again 
until Tuesday morning at 9:30 o'clock. 
Ex-Peliceman on the Stand. 

The first witness was ex-Policeman 
John Dodd, who is now a foreman of 
the ‘Georgia Granite Company. He 
said he was at one timé a stockade 
foreman. When working for Mr. Col- 
lier he had charge of the street squad. 
He often saw the comvicts taken back 
to the stockade in wet clothes and 
they ate and slept .in the same gar- 
ments. Some of the food was badly 
prepared. Files were found in the 
bread and in the peas, and the meat 
. was fiy-blown. On Ofte occasion a con- 
vict found a spider in his bread. Wit- 
ness said he whipped a prisoner on 
one occasion for refusing to obey oOr- 
ders! Most of the convicts were kept 
shackled. One or two whites com- 
plained about lice, and ail the negroes 
were kicking about the vermin. 

The witness was shown? a small glass 
bottle that contained several dead lice. 
He said the lice had been placed in 
the bottle by a convict. 

Mr. Dodd said bedbugs crawled on 
the stockade walis in whole droves. 
He rarely ever went into the stockade 
* Péecatise the odors were so offensive. 
The number of convicts whipped daily; 
ranged from two or threé-te five or six. 

Witness told about Street Superin- 
tendent Larendon and said he was fre- 
quently under the influence of liquor. 
He stated that Foreman Andy Garrer 
talked very roughly to Mrs. White- 
side, the principal of the Ivy street 
school. 

He heard a guard te!) a prisoner wh 
had a badly burned arm, “To go on 
and work until he pegged out.” This 
‘ wee said with an oath, and such talk 
Was commion among the guards. 

He Also Kept a Diary. 

Dodd caused some merriment among 
the spectators by stating that -he had 
képt a diary of stockade happenings. 
‘The star witness on Friday, ex-Guard 
‘Ivey, had also kept a diary. 
™ podd said he kept the diary in order 
to have a record of how the stockade 
was run. He said he gave up trying 
to reform the stockade as a hard job. 

The witness pulled his diary out ‘of 
his pocket and there was more laugh- 
ter... The diary had been typewritten, 
and. witness said it had been copied 
off. The attorneys for the prosecu- 
tion had seen the diary. He knew 
that Ivey kept a diary. 
’ “§ kept my diary,” said the wit-

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'STOCKADE IS INSPECTED. 
BY COUNCIL COMMITTEE 


The council committee appointed to 
investigate the stockade paid a visit 
to that institution yesterday after- 
noon, and was accompanied by the 
mayor. 

The committee went through the 
building from top to bottom. They saw 
the white and negro prisoners as they 
were fed. They inspected the sleep- 
ing apartments, the kitchen and the 
sanitary arrangements. 

It was the opinion ef the members 
of the committee that the prison was 
a good building, and could be made 
clean and sanitary with the expend!l- 
ture. of..a.iittie,meney, just as Com- 
missicoher ColHer “has advocated for 
the past two or three years. 

The bread and meat in.the kitchen 
appeared to be. wholesome. Judge 
Candler tasted the molasses or “zero,” 
as the prisoners ‘cali it. He did not 
say whether or not he liked it. 

In the sleeping room for the negro 
men a number cf convicts were found 
picking their clothes, and they said 
they were getting off the lice. 

The rings in the walls by which 
white women were ‘strung up” were 
inspected. The rings were five and a 
half feet from the floor and eight 
feet apart. The committee did not 
like this mode of punishment. 

The dungeon was dark, but not re- 
pulsive. 

In the room where the old negro 
men and boys are kept, the beds were 
foul looking, and were said, by the

prisoners, to be full of vermin, 
this was denied by the guards. 

In the eating room for the negro 
men, a cement floor was being laid 
and the sanitary arrangements im- 
proved. 

While the committee was et the 
stockade two negro prisoners were 
brought ‘from’ the police station, and 
one of them was shackled. The work 
was quickly done and without any 
pain being inflicted. 

The white men complained of the 
food they were given, which con- 
sisted of cornbread, fat bacon and 
sirup. Some of them had _= special 
meals that head been sent to them. 

Dr.’ Mel Martin, the elty physician 
who looks after the stockade prison- 
ers, was present, and he explained to 
the mayor that he examined the pris- 
oners regularly, and as fast as they 
were brought from the police station. 

The negro women complained about 
lice on their beds. 

A white man, a well-known busi- 
ness man, who was serving a sentence 
for taking orders for whisky, said he 
was well treated. He did not know 
of any lice in his sleeping room. 

Captain Dave Vining, the suspend- 
ed superintendént, was present, and 
accompanied the committee on its 
tour of inspection. He explained how 
the prisoners were treated, and said 
he was doling the best he could with 
the money on. hand. 

The inspection by the committee 
will tend to shorten the investigation, 
and it will probably get through with 
its work next week.

John Mitchell, a young white man, 
of 57 Powell street, who works in a 
coal yard, testified that he had been 
in the stockade four times for being 
drunk. 

Witness said he saw a white man, 
named Henry Wallace, whipped when 
he wag ill from consumption. 

“Thay whipped me and also a white 
man named Stephens,” stated the wit- 
ness. “Wallace begged on his knees, 
and told Mr. Vining that he was very 
sick. I heard that Wallace died a 
few days after being whipped. Since 
I have been here ag a witness a stock- 
ade guard named Hilton called me off 
and told metoswearthat Wallace was 
struck only three licks.” 

At 11 o’clock, after Mitchell had tes- 
tifled, Attorney Felder announced for 
prosecution that he had a great 
many more witnesses whose evidence 
woyld be accumulative, and that he 
would therefore rest his side of the 
ease. : 

Was a Stockade Expert. 

George Jacobs, of 16 Connally 


street, was the first witness placed Of 


the stand by the committee, and he 
was examined by Assistant City Attor- 
ney Ellis. 

Jacobs said he went to the stockade 
twenty years ago and served hig last 
sentence a week ago. He spent most! 
of his time out there. He saw a great 
many convicts whipped for fighting 
and cursing. His bed was a shaving 
and shuck mattress, laid on a concrete 
floor. There were creeping things of 
all kinds, such as bed-bugs, lice, cock- 
roaches and rats. Often at night he 
Was awakened by rats running over 
him. 

“We ate fat meat and corn bread, 
and as for the molasses, every time a 
fly gets in it, tt dies.” 

Jacobs said the stockade was a great 
deal better now than it was twenty 
years ago. The new concrete building, 
knocked out some of the rate and lice.

Griffin, Ga:, January 1.—(Special.)— 
In reference to the published figures 
concerning the record of drunks in 
Atlanta for the year 1909, T. E. Pat- 
terson, of this place, president of the 
Georgia Christian Missionary Society, 
says:

and wholesome. He never saw any 
lice or other vermin. The ganitary ar- 
rangements were bad. The ventilation 
in the sleeping apartments was good. 
The food was furnished in pang that 
were clean. ,He never #aw any of the 
prisoners mistreated, and never heard 
of meat being gpicked up from _ the 
ground or floor. The meat was good. 

In reply to questions asked by At- 
torney Felder, the witness said he had 
been allowed to go home several times 
to see his sick wife. 

A Physicien’s Evidence. 

The next witness was Dr. W. W. Mc- 
Afee, who gerved twenty-six days in 
the stockade on the charge of selling 
whisky in his drug store. He said the 
focd was very good at the stockade, 
vegetables being served for dinner. 
Sometimes the bread was not properly 
cooked. The meat and vegetables were 
good. 

“IT slept on the third floor,” stated 
the witness, and found the place all 
right. I had my own cot and bed 
clothes. I saw all the apartments. In 
a portion of the white men’s ward 
there were fron bunks. The mattresses 
fn the negro women’s ward were dirty, 
and had never been washed. The wom. 
er. caused most of the filth by dragging 
the mattresses over the floor. 

“Every morning,” continued the wit- 
ness, the prisoners are all/awakened at 
3:30 o'clock. The odors in the white 
men’s dining room during the breakfast 
hdur is horrible. Four or five women 
were kept busy cleaning up each day, 
but as fast as the rooms were cleaned 
they were again made filthy by the re- 
‘turn of the convicts from work on the 
streets.”

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Solicitor; to a correct 
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CRITICISED BY STINSON 


Rome, Ga., January 1.—(Special.)— 
R. D. Stinson, financial agent of Mor-. 
ris Brown college, Atlanta, spoke here 
today, and some of his remarks dif- 
fered strongly with: advice’given to 
his race by others of its leaders. His 
address, in part, was as follows: 

“It's hardly necessary that we re- 
count hindrances and-discouragements 
of slavery, or that we bemoan and 
wail our struggles for 45 years, ‘but, 
rather, we should review the helpful 
lessons and progress we have made 
along many lines, and, taking courage, 
we should double our determination, 
for making more of the future than 
we haye made of the past. 

“The emancipation by Mr. Lincoln 
and others was, by no means, all, for, 
as I see it, there is an emancipation 
yet to be wrought out, in a way, as 
dangerous as that secured by others. 
I mean a practical usefulness, a good 
home life, for a large number of us 
do not ‘understand the full respon- 
sfbility-that is upon us as individuals’ 
and as @ race. [ am not unmindful 
of the encouraging progress made as 
individuals and as a race in almost 
every community of the country. We 
could not,.have done otherwise, sur- 
rounded with opportunities and a peo- 

le of such an advanced civilization, 
with the advanced views of home life, 
schools and churches, and a commer- 
cial and labor enterprise that equal 
any the wor'd ever saw. I think it 
proper that we celebrate this day, if 
wise and wholesome lessons may be 
drawn and conservative ideas pressed 
home to the mind of the youth, and 
that we may recount the progress we 
have and are now making, and en- 
cOurage the youth with what Is in the 
bosom of the future for them, if their 
moral, economic and educational 
characier are developed. 

“If those who are in charge of these 
exercises all over the country advance 
any other motives than these, either 
from a selfish or an ignorant point of 
view, it is better that we should not 
hold them. As the years go by and 
practical education is made possible, 
the sguth will not be held for the in- 
stitution of slavery, for they did not 
institute it in this country, nor was 
it intended to abuse or mistreat our 
race, but, rather, a business. It Was 
a scheme to make money, and our 
race has not been the whole losers 
by the project, but, rather, the gain- 
ers, for, say what you wiil, the negro 
of the south got quite as much out of 
slavery as his master; and when we 
have become sufficiently’ intelligent, 
through the Christian religion, when 
each of us have known and valued 
our individual selves, when our 
prejudice, false pride and vanity have 
been put in the background, we will 
acknowledge that God saw a quicker 
way to civilization and to moral up- 
lift and intelligence, through that in- 
stitution than through uncivilized hot 
climes of Africa. 

Progress. 
up to the negro people of 
this country to demonstrate to the 
world their capacity, not of individ- 
uals, but as a race, to develop a high 
moral character, not to have been 
worked only, but the high sense of 
loving,.honest hard work, for work’s 
sake, and to practice a common sense 
Christianity that is carried out in 
everyday life.

I will not impress 
you that there are not conditions in 
the north far more favorable to the 
individual of the race of character, edu- 
cation and promise, but the south is 
the plad for the masses and for those 
of the classes who want to build per- 
manent and lasting. There are irregu- 
larities in our section in some commu- 
nities that will be removed as the schoo) 
house, the Christian pulpit and a good 
home life get a firmer hold, and espe- 
clally when our own people see with 
our white neighbors where we live the 
necessity of being a part of the com- 
munity where we live. 

“When it comes to getting work to 
do the negro’s chances are becoming 
far more treacherous in the north than 
in the south. The leaders of our race 
need to Study this one phase of negro 
life in the country. For four months 1 
have travefed in the northwest, through 
Chio, Illinois, Michigan, Missouri, West- 
ern Pennsylvania and West Virginia 
the money-making labor sections of 
our country, where thousands of people 
are employed in coal and iron mines, 
ferming and in scores of other avoca- 
tions, and.the negro is too often not 
permitted to work at any price, anc 
often his foolish, ignorant pride wil! 
not allow him to work. I hint a condi- 
tion here that the wise and unselfish 
among us in church and school realize 
and are wisely taking under considera- 
tion. If I am capable of belief, the 
south ts by far the best place from a 
climatic, work or useful life point ot! 
view. 


Crux of Negro Trcuble. 


“There is a class among us who ar 
constantly discussing rights, limitec 
opportunitics and a down-trodden race 

“There may be something in what 
they say for a few individuals, but 
nothing for that 90 per cent class who 
gre bread-winners, rent-peyers, clothes.

It was a blessed thing for the Neal 
Bank depos:tors that-part-of the funds 
of the bank was invesieu 4: central 
real estate. Among the assets whica 
the receiver took charge of was a 
Aot on the corner of Pryor and Hous- 
ton streets, 102x100,.commenly called 
Sawtell’s Market. This place cost the 
bank about $36,000 in 1892 and was 
rented continuously, paying a fine 
rate of interest on the price. In reck- 
oning up the bank's assets this lot 
was valued at $87,600, and offers were 
invited on that basis. 


Yet the property actually sold for 
$105,000, an advance of $17,500 over 
its appraised value. How could that 
be? It simply rose in value while it 
was being sold under a receivership. 
One customer came along and offered 
$40,000 cash for the inside half of the 
property. This offer’ was submitted 
and accepted. Then the remaining 51 
feet by 100 on the corner was re-ap- 
praised at $65,000 and sold at that 
figure. 


a 


It is a matter of common rumor 
among real estate men that the pur- 
chaee of the $40,000 piece has been 
offered a cash profit of $5,000, and the 
purchaser of the corner has had an 
offer of $8,000 profit. So that now 
the Neal Bank corner would sell for 
$115,000, or probably $120,000, advanc- 
ing to that figure from an original 
purchase at $36,000 about 16 years 
ago. Yet national banks are prohibit- 
ed from owning real estate, and their 
security is limited by law to notes 
and commercial! paper. The Neal 
Bank receivers have on hand a con- 
siderable. amfount of such paper (sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars in 
amount), some of which matured years 
ago and could be bought atabig dis- 
count. Such paper is sometimes face- 


tlously called ‘“‘quick assets.” 


Tt is doubtless true that when the 
laws and customs prohibiting certain 
investments in real estate originated 
things were different. Real estate 
cid not then have the dignity and 
rrestige that it now unquestionably 
enjoys among the great mass of in- 
vestors. There was a time when the 
word “real estate” called up visions 
of Mertin Chuzzlewit's experience in 
the village of Eden. Even yot there 
ere land schemes daily foisted on the 
public that are practically nefarious. 
Ffforts are made to market tracts of 
absolutely worthless land by lonz- 
distance selling. Such schemes are 
fast dying out and no reputable real 
estate man would engage in them. 


Central real estate im cities is now 
recognized as a strong fectcr in the 
bid for invictment*money. It is prcob- 
ably true that in the past few years 
real estate has gained more friends 
than anything else offered to a capi- 
talist as security for money. Investi- 
gations have disclosed the fart that 
central real estate earns more divi- 
dends on the capital invested than 
anything else—that the more divi- 
éénds the rroperty 
\aluable does it beccme, and the sup- 
ply is never exhausted. Mines become 
exhausted ir time and ths miacl.inery 
must be mw ved or left to rust, as no 
more gold <an be taken out of the 
once paying mine. How about a cer- 
tral corner in a city on the Great 
White War?

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NEW YEAR FINDS COTTON 
PLANTERS VERY HAPPY 


By Charles A. Dancy. 

New Orleans, January 1.—(Special.) 
The cotton market enters upon the 
New Year with an outlook that is ex- 
sveedingly bright for still higher prices 
than have yet been attained. Fifteen, 
16 and 17 cents for contracts for fu- 
ture delivery have been successively 
realized, despite the fact that even 
the lowest of these prices was re- 
garded as but the dream of a disor-, 
dered bullish imagination at the be-| 


ginning of the present cotton season, | 


Lately the market has shown superb 
form, taking one new high price level 
after another with scarcely any ef- 
fort, the bear party once so potent 
both here and in New York, having 
iwindled to insignificant proportions, 
while the bull army is being con- 
stantly augmented by new recruits, 
at last won over to an abiding confi- 
dence in higher prices. Thousands 
of dollars changed handsinthis mar- 
ket Thursday as the result of the 
payment of bets that any contract 
position would not sell at 17 cents be- 
fore the year was out. On that day 
July contrects not only touched 17 
cents mark, but crossed it, selling as 
high as 17:11. Reports of a much 
better spot demand, together with 
aggressive bidding on the part of 
leading bulls in this market, formed 
the basis for another rise to new high 
levels for the season. Frank B., 
Hayne, one of the “Big Four’ who put 
‘the New York bear crowd to flight 
earlier in the season, bid 15.91 for 
100,000 bales of January cotton, a bid 
which was all the more noticeable 
from the fact that middling cotton 
at the same time was quoted at 15.50. 
Under the rules of the New Orleans 
Cotton Exchange a bidder can be sola 
eny part of a large block of cotton 
that he bids for. Hayne did not re- 
ceive even .100 bales in response to 
his bid. This was the first bid for 
_ 100,000 bales recorded on the local ex- 
change since the famous “Sully” year, 
and was considered a fitting climax 
to what has proven one of the most 
remarkable bull years ever experi- 
“enced in the cotton trade. 
Twenty-cent Cotton Predicted. 


While the underlying conditions of 
the cotton market remain as strong 


as ever, it cannot be denied that prices 
rave now reacied what may be 
properly termed a dizzy height. Twen- 
ty-cent cotton is being freely predict- 
ed, traders who formerly refused to 
believe that 15-cent cotton would be 
seen, being prominent among those 
who now look for the level‘ that was 
the goal aimed for in the “Sully” 
when bullish dreams were 
by a crash 
5 cents a round tn a few days’ 
ziea selling out by pyramided longs 
As vet, outside speculation has not 
assumed the proportions, at least in 
this market that it did in the “Sully” 
year. But the bull fever is

The reports from Washington that 
the government will rigidly investi- 
gate this bull campaign in cotton, and 
take whatever steps may seem meet 
to prevent a repetition of it, look 
rather probable. Indeed, we don't see 
what else the government logically 


can do. 

“The Situation is this: With a 
short crop, the bulls have advanced 
the price of cotton to a point 60 per 
cent above that of last year. Not only, 
therefore, must the eotton mills tie 
up half again as much capital in the 
purchase of their raw material, but 
they must take the chance of a de- 
cline further on—and to advance the 
price of the finished product in a de- 
Bree corresponding to the advance in 
the raw material may curtail their 
cutput. In short, the high price of 
raw cotton threatens to involve the 
mills in some loss. 

“Now, for ferty years, the govern- 
ment has put Foren its power for the 
purpose of insufing to New England 
cotton mills a~profit satisfactory to 
themselves. It has let them write the 
cotton schedules of the various tariff 
bills to suit themselves. In this last 
revision it obligingly increased du- 
ties—which averaged per cent on 
the last year's imports of cotton 
manufactures—after the millmen 
themselves had said they needed no 
increase. And, after all that, the 
bulls and the planters have cracked 
up the price of the raw material on 


them! 

“That some wild-ayed speculators 
should hop inand involve the mills in 
a loss, after.the government has been 
valiantly exerting itself for more than 
a generation to insure them a profit, 
is clearly intolerable. Those bulls 
are almost in contempt of providence.”

WALL STREET SU RPRISES 


DURING THE PAST YEAR 


New York, January 1.—Wall street 
had more than the usual number of 
surprises during ‘the year just closed, 
It began with factories and mills run- 
ning on half time. or less and with the 
railroads embarrassed by an unprece- 
dented surplus of empty cars. On 
the stock market, the trend of prices 
was downward. From all parts of 
the country came reports of further 
postponement of general industrial 
activity. 

Nothing really happened until the 
middle of February, and then came the 
announcement that the United States 
Steel Corporation would abandon its 
long-established policy of maintaining 
fixed prices. What § =MIlittle business 
was being offered went to the inde- 
pendents as a result of secret price- 
cutting. On January 19, the Steel Cor- 
poration declared an “open market” 
and then started a bitter warfare that 
carried the prices of: finished products 
down from $4 to $6 a ton. Immediately 
a collapse occurred\in the stock mar- 
ket that carried prices down from 5 to 
15 points, Steel common leadmhg with 
a break of from 55 to 41%. 

During the month and a half security 
prices settled on the bottom; congress 
began its work on the new tariff bill 
and stagnation ruled. Towards the 
close of March a sudden upward turn 
developed in the stock market on re- 
perts of an active demand for steel 
products, induced by the _ price-cut- 
ting. Steel common was then selling 
around 45. Before the close of April a 
remarkably heavy buying movement 
began in finished steel products and 
Steel common had again crossed 50. 
During May the demand for § steel 
broadened out and general trade be- 
gan to reflect a larger demand for all 
manufactured products. That month's 
railroad earnings showed the first real 
improvement in nearly a year and a 
half, and bank dealings were heavy. 
In the meantime, the favorable de- 
velopments were being discounted in 


the stock market under the leadership’ 


of Steel common. At the close of May, 
Steel common was selling at 64%—a 
new high record. 

It was in June that the 1909 bull 
market really got under way. Wall 
street was tnformed by responsible 
bankers that a French syndicate had 
been formed for the purpose of listing 
steel on the Paris bourse. Steel com- 
mon advanced to 69%. In general bus- 
iness there was a gradual but definite 
improvement, and crop. reports from 
the west were highly encouraging. Or- 
ders received by the steel manufac- 
turerg that month brought that indus- 
try to a stage of greater activity than 
had been experienced at any time 
since the panic. Then came the news 
that the efforts to list Steel common 
in Paris had miscarried, and a reaction 
occurred in the stock market. 


Very Dull in Jaly.

streét. Until the last week it fulfilled 
tradition of being the most un- 
eventful month of the year, business 
On the stOck exchange falling very 
low and prices fiuctuating 
spondingly narrow groove.

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SARAH GILLIAM WILLIAMSON: 


A REMARKABLE GEORGIA WOMAN 


Sarah Gilliam Williamson was per- 


hape the most remarkable woman who 
lived -in Georgia during the revolu- 
tionary struggle. Considering .her 
loyalty to the cause of the colonies, 
her courage in» managing a planta- 
tion with a large number of negro 
slaves during the absence of her hus- 
band at the front, her sufferings at 
the hands of the enemy, together with 
the success of her descendants, she 
stands ahead of any of her Georgia 
sisters of*that day. 

Sarah Gilliam was born in Henrico 
county, Virginia, about 1735, was the 
@sughter of William Gilllam and his 
wife, Mary Jarrett. Her ancestors on 
her. father’s side came to America 
ee England in 1635. They were of 

orman descent. Her mother was the 
the daughter of Robert Jarrett, of 
New Kent county, Virginia, and the 
sister of Rev. Devereau Jarrett, the 
distinguished Episcopa] minister. 

Sarah Gilliam had three brothers, 
Devereaux, William and Thomas. Her 
father, William Gilliam, moved with 
his family to Albemarle county, Vir- 
ginia. It was here Sarah Gilllam Met 
and married Micajah Williamson, a 
young man, tall and handsome, of 
Scotch-Irish parentage. In 1768 the 
young couple moved to Wilkes coun- 
ly, Georgia, and settleqd upon a fine 
body of land. While enjoying the 
abundance around them in this peace- 
ful and happy home with their young 
family, the difference between the 
mother country and the colonies be- 
gan. 

Serah Williamson and her husband 
both warmly espoused the cause of 
the American colonies, and when hos- 
tilities commenced a’Tregiment of Geor- 
gia troops took the field with Elijah 
Clarke as colonel and Micajah Wil- 
lilamson as lieutenant colonel. In all 
the conflicts and marches of this reg- 
iment Colonel Williamson was ever 
present, and in the battle of Kettle 
Creek, Colonel Clarke gave him full 
credit for his part in winning the vic- 
tory. 

Manv of the scenes of this war 
were in the immediate neighborhood 
of Sarah Williamson’s home, and this 
wonderful woman was not only a wit- 
ness of many of the conflicts, but also 
often a participant-in them. 

Year after year. during this long 
struggie, she bravely ‘assumed the 
part of the man and the woman. Un- 
der her management the plantation 


army, spinning wheels and looms run, 
clothing made for husband and chil- 
dren and negro slaves. Her husband 
Was several times wounded, and to 
him she gave the care of a devoted 
wife, nursing him back to health and 
to country. 

All this she did when surrounded 
with grave dangers from hostile In- 
dians, tories and British soldiers. 
These dreaded enemies, incensed at 
the activity of the husband in the 
cause of the colonies, one day made 
a raid upon the home and after help-+ 
ing themselves to all they wanted, 
applied the torch to the houses and 
destroyed every building on the place. 
Then in order to more severely af- 
flict this brave and loyal woman, they 
cruelly hung her oldest son, a hand- 
some youth, in his mother’s presence. 

Sarah Willlamson, undaunted by 
this great calamity, with the help of 
her faithful negro slaves, gathered 
up the live stock running at large in 
the woods and refugeed to the moun- 
tains of North Carolina, where she 
remained until the close of the war, 
when she returned to her plantation 
in Wilkes county. After remaining 
(here a while the family removed fo 
Washington, Ga, to better educate 
their children. 

While in Washington Sarah Wil- 
liamson was again required to become 
the head of the family. Her husband 
was commissioned major genera] of 
Georgia troops and led an army 
against the hostile Cherokee Indians. 
Peace was made however, before a 
battle was fought. 

Now Sarah Williamson began to 
reap the reward her love, sacrifice, 
energy and labor had won. Her five 
sons grew up to be successful men: 
her six daughters to be beautiful, re- 
fined and educated women, and be- 
came the wives of prominent men. 
One daughter married John Clarke, 
who became governor of Georgia. To 
Sarah Williamson also belongs the 
distinguished honor of being the first 
American woman to furnish from her 
descendants two justices of the su- 
preme court of the United States, Jus- 
tice John A. Campbell, of Alabama. 
Was her grandson; Justice L. Q. Cc. 
Lamar, of Georgia and Mississippi, was 
her great-grandson. 

She has many descendants in Geor- 
gia and other states who are promi- 
nemt and successful people who revere 
and honor the name of this noble pa-

Whether in singing or playing an in- 
strument, music is a perfect vehicle 
for conveying to the listener whatever 
thoughts or emotions are dominant in 
the mind of the performer. If there 
is nothing in that mind worthy of ex- 
pression the performance fails to in- 
terest the listener. ; 

Thought and mind must go hand in 
hand with skill to produce an artistic 
performance, without either one the ef- 
fect\is lacking. Skill is as necessary 
as mind, and mind as necessary as skill.

THE BUILDING OF CONFED. 
ERATE MONUMENT AT 
ARLINGTON. 


January 19 has become one of the 
most important anniversaries in Amer- 
ican history. The birthday of General 
Robert E. Lee, it is hallowed by the 
tenderest memories and by the most 
splendid traditions. 

To the people of the south it is a 
day not only sacred to the memory of 
the greatest soldier of his time and 
of the man of the high moral, men- 
tal and physical ¢ype, t it is an an- 
niversary which recalls the glory. of 
that portion of southern history to 
which, year after year, the «world ac- 
cords an ever increasing admiration 
and appreciation. 

As is well known, i[{t ts the inten- 
tion of the United Daughters of the 

federacy and of the United Confed- 

te Veterans to erect at Arlington, 
thé home of General Lee, a monument, 
to’ the honor of the confederate sol- 
diers,.who are buried at this historic 
spot. The combined efforts of the 
women of the south, assisted by the 
confederate veterans, should make the 
bullding of the Arlington monument 
an easy and pleasurable duty. 

The approaching anniversary of 
General Lee’s birth has imbued with 
a fresh and hopeful interest the con- 
sideration of this great work ynde- 
taken by the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy at the request of the con- 
federate veterans. 

The monument to be erected at 
Arlington in memory of the confeder- 
ate soldiers must be worthy in design 
and representative in value of the 
heroism to be commemorated, and of 
the loyalty and admiration of the 
sOuthern people. 

There are buried at Arlington two 
hundred and sixty-five southern sol- 
diers, representing nearly every State 
in the south, and of tHis number sev- 
entry are Georgians. This prepoOnder- 
ance of Georgia heroes in the Arling- 
ton cemétery increases the obligation 
of the Georgia division of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy to con- 


l tribute abundantly to the building of 


the proposed monument. 

The national government has al- 
lotted an attractive spot at Arlington 
for the confederate soldiers buried 
there. The graves have been arranged 
in a circle, in the center of which Is a 
mound reserved for the erection of the 
confederate shaft. ,

Facts About Arlington. 


Arlington, the home of General 
Robert E. Lee, was bequeathed to 
Mrs. Mary Ann Randolph Lee: by her 
father, George Parke Custis, grand- 
son of Martha Washington. The resi- 
dence, begun in 1804, was completed 
in 1812. At the beginning of the civil 
war General Lee resigned his position 
in the federal army, and went, with 
his family, to Richmond, to assume 
command of the Virginia troops, and 
later to’ become commander-in-chief 
of the confederate forces. 

His handsome home _ at Arlington 
was immediately occupled by federal 
soldiers, the mansion being used as 
headquarters, and the surrounding 
hills as camping grounds. The: home 
was afterwards turned into a military 
hospital, and the picturesque grounds 
became the burial place for soldiers 
wo fell tn Virginia and around Wash- 
ington, D. C. 

The estate was sold for taxes in 
1864, and bought by the national gov- 


ernment for $26,100. 

George Washington Custis Lee in 
1877 established his claim to the prop- 
erty through the courts, and tater
